4. The parties discussed amendment of claims 4 and 10 to add the limitation that 
the outer diameter of the claimed ball sizer is substantially constant from entrance 
to exit. Applicant also proposed to add a new claim corresponding to Fig. 2, 
where the claimed chamfer appears at both the entrance and exit of the sizer.
